And he talked about 9/11: 

“Tn the heart of this great city, 
we Saw tragedy arrive on a quiet 
morning. We saw the bravery of 
rescuers grow with danger. We 
learned of passengers on a 
doomed plane who died with a 
courage that frightened their kill- 
ers. We have seen a shaken 
economy fise to its feet. Afid we

storming mountain strongholds, 
and charging through sandstorms, 
and liberating millions, with acts 
of valor that would make the men 
of Normandy proud.” 

“My fellow Americans, for 
as long as our country stands, 
people will look to resurrection 
of New York City and they will 
say: here buildings fell, and here 
a.nation rose.”

Bagdad (EFE) — Los combates en- 
tre tropas norteamericanas y grupos de 
insurgentes dejaron el pasado jueves 
decenas de muertos en la ciudad iraquí de 
Faluya y en un pueblo cercano a la frontera 
con Siria. 

Además, soldados estadounidenses de 
la Primera División de Infantería, 
secundados por agentes de las nuevas 
fuerzas armadas iraquíes recuperaron el 


control de la ciudad de Samarra, al norte 
de Bagdad, en manos de la resistencia desde 
la celebración de la ceremonia con la que 
Estados Unidos dijo haber traspasado la 
soberanía al pueblo iraquí, el pasado junio. 

Los combates más sangrientos se 
libraron en la localidad de Tal A’ far, al oeste 
de la ciudad septentrional de Mosul, donde 
según fuentes médicas al menos 27 perso- 
nas perdieron la vida y cerca de 70 
resultaron heridas. 


Sin embargo, fuentes militares 
norteamericanas elevaron la cifra de 
fallecidos a 57 y resaltaron que en la 
operación fueron detenidas tres personas.

Una lucha a través de las artes

Luis Valdez ha sido el 
pionero del teatro latino en los 
Estados Unidos con la fundación 
del Teatro Campesino en San 
José. Ha viajado por todo el 
mundo dando a conocer los 
orígenes de la cultura chicana a 
través de las artes audiovisuales. 
Ahora con su obra “Zoot Suit” 
revive su trayectoria como 
dramaturgo y líder social. 

Su mensaje...Hacer con- 
ciencia del papel que han jugado 
los latinos en la historia de este 
país. Su lucha... hacer valer los 
derechos de todos los inmi- 
grantes que vienen buscando una 
vida mejor. 

Orígenes 

Luis nació en Delano, 
California en 1940 en familia de 
campesinos. A los 18 años 
ingresó a la universidad del 
estado en San José estudiando 
inglés con énfasis en drama- 
turgia. Empezó formando parte 
del San Francisco Mime Troup. 
“Eran un grupo de mimos que se 
presentaban en los parques de 
San Francisco, utilizaban co- 
media del arte; entonces me gustó 
mucho el ambiente y el estilo”, 
comentó. 

El Teatro Campesino 

En 1965 todavía dentro del 
Mime Troup, Luis se enteró del 
movimiento de César Chávez 
cuando se organizaba la huelga 
de la Unión del Sindicato de 
Trabajadores Campesinos en el 
Valle de San Joaquín. Fue 
entonces que habló con César, 
contándole que tenía el sueño de 
formar un teatro campesino 
dentro del contexto de la huelga; 
para lo que Chávez le contestó, 
“te voy a decir la verdad, no hay 
dinero, no hay actores, no hay 
foros, no hay tiempo para 
ensayar, pero si quieres venir 
conmigo, adelante”. Entonces 
Valdez aceptó la oferta. “El 
Teatro Campesino se inició en las

visábamos actos pequeños, sin

Posteriormente en marzo de 
1966, Chávez organizó una mar- 
cha de Delano hasta Sacramento, 
en protesta por los derechos 
negados a los campesinos, en la 
cual noche tras noche, se pre- 
sentaron con su repertorio de 
actos y corridos en diferentes 
pueblos y fue así como se dieron 
a conocer formalmente como el 
Teatro Campesino, presentán- 
dose después en San Francisco y 
el resto de California hasta llegar 
a Nueva York. 

Se separa de la Unión 

En 1968 el Teatro Cam- 
pesino se separó de la Unión, para 
convertirse en una manifestación 
independiente, ya que según 
Luis, “Era muy difícil funcionar 
dentro de la Unión, porque 
queríamos organizarnos de tal 
modo que pudiéramos ayudar, 
pero se nos iba la gente al 
boicoteo, entonces era un choque 
interno del movimiento por lo 
que nos fuimos a otro pueblo, 
seguimos apoyando a César, pero 
fue entonces cuando comenza- 
mos a hablar de otros temas 
además del movimiento cam- 
pesino, temas chicanos como la 
discriminación en las escuelas, la 
violencia en los barrios y la 
educación, pero todo esto tra- 
bajándolo a nuestro estilo, por 
medio de las artes no sólo de la 
política”, aclaró. 

De Teatro a Cine 

El Teatro Campesino fue 
evolucionando después con la 
producción de video y películas. 
En 1970 produjeron el primer 
documental chicano titulado “Yo 
soy Joaquín”, historia basada en 
una de sus obras de teatro y en 
un poema épico de Jorge Gonzá-

lez, líder Chicano en Colorado. 

De ahí surgieron otras obras 
con las que se dieron a conocer 
en Europa, en donde hicieron una 
gira por países como Francia, 
Italia, España, Inglaterra entre 
otros. 

Después de su gran éxito 
mundial y del impacto que 
habían tenido en la comunidad 
latina, en 1973 se le pidió a Luis 
que escribiera una obra a cerca 
de la historia de los Ángeles, fue 
así como nació la primera versión 
de “Zoot Suit”, que se estrenó en 
1978, y fue tal su éxito en Los 
Ángeles, que llegó hasta Nueva 
York, siendo Valdez el primer 
latino en escribir y producir una 
obra para Broadway. 

Luis Valdez, continuó su 
lucha por romper barreras 
culturales, demostrando que los 
latinos tenemos historia y cultura, 
produciendo la versión cinemato- 
gráfica de “Zoot Suit” en 1981, 
seguida del gran éxito “La 
Bamba”, en 1987.

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Pregunte a la doctora Alice: ¿Necesito un 


intérprete profesional si mi familia habla inglés? 


La primera vez que la Sra. 
Khoury vino a verme, su esposo 
sirvió como nuestro intérprete. Ya 
que la mayoría de mis pacientes 
no hablan mucho inglés, 
generalmente mi rutina es entrar 
al cuarto, presentarme y preguntar 
qué idioma habla el paciente. 
Luego, muy a menudo, salgo a 
buscar a un intérprete. 

Yo sólo hablo mandarín, pero 
tengo la fortuna de trabajar en una 
clínica que tiene intérpretes 
profesionales para las ocasiones 
en que veo a pacientes que hablan 
español, cantonés, coreano, 
toisanés y vietnamita. Además, 
hay personal bilingiie que ha sido 
entrenado para servir como 
intérpretes médicos en cambo- 
yano, lao, mien y tagalog, pero no 
en árabe. 

Sin estar realmente con- 
vencida de hacerlo, entré nueva- 
mente al cuarto para intentar 
entender por qué me había venido 
a ver la Sra. Khoury. Ella y su 
esposo estaban sentados uno al 
lado del otro, hablando en voz 


baja. El Sr. Khoury, un hombre . 


muy simpático y animado, se paró 
inmediatamente para explicarme 
por qué había venido su esposa: 
dolor en la pierna, problemas del 
estómago, cirugía reciente. 
Cuando hacía una pregunta, el Sr. 
Khoury contestaba. La Sra. 
Khoury estaba sentada paciente- 
mente con una expresión tran- 
quila, mirando silenciosamente a 
su marido. Hablamos por un par 
de minutos. 

Entonces me detuve. Sentía 
que no estaba entendiendo quien 
era mi paciente, no podía oír su 
entonación, observar sus expre- 
siones faciales, o entender su 
lenguaje corporal. Todo lo que 
tenía hasta ahora era una lista de 
los síntomas que habían sido 
filtrados a través de su marido. Me 
volví hacia él y le pedí que él fuera 
mi voz y mis oídos: para inter- 
pretar todo lo que yo decía. Le dije 
que estaba bien si él quería darme 
su Opinión, pero que me deje sa- 
ber que era su opinión, no la de 
su esposa, y le pedí que me inte- 
rrumpiera si hablaba demasiado 
rápido o si decía algo que él no 
entendía. 

El Sr. Khoury demostró ser 
un buen intérprete. En gran parte, 
él hizo su papel, e incluso me 


detuvo una vez para preguntarme 
lo que significaba una palabra en 
inglés. Entonces pude enfocarme 
en la Sra. Khoury directamente y 
pronto me dí cuenta de que ella 
no parecía estar contenta, 
hablamos de sus síntomas, cuándo 
empezaron, qué los aliviaba, qué 
los empeoraba, qué tratamientos 
había recibido anteriormente. 
Hablamos de sus cirugías y de sus 
medicamentos. Cuando le pre- 
gunté si ella se sentía triste, las 
lágrimas empezaron a rodar por 
su rostro. El Sr. Khoury me 
explicó que su familia estaba bajo 
mucha tensión porque su hijo 
estaba siendo constantemente 
acosado desde los ataques del 11 
de septiembre. 

La Sra. Khoury asintió y 
hablamos de otros temas. Le 
recomendé algunos cambios en su 
dieta y prescribí algunos medica- 
mentos. Luego de que ella se fue, 
me sentía inquieta, preguntán- 
dome si había dejado pasar algo 
importante pues no me sentí 
cómoda haciendo preguntas más 
sensibles con su marido como 
nuestro intérprete. ¿Cómo podría 
saber si ella quizá estaba llorando 
porque su marido o alguna otra 
persona había abusado de ella, o 
si ella estaba sintiendo tendencias 
suicidas? 

Pues resulta que el Sr. Khoury 


es un esposo muy bueno y las 
lágrimas de la Sra. Khoury no se 
debían a una depresión severa. 
Durante las últimas visitas de la 
Sra. Khoury, hemos tenido una 
intérprete profesional de árabe, 
obtenida y pagada por su seguro 
de salud, la Alianza para la Salud 
de Alameda. Debido a ello, he 
podido hablar más libremente 
sobre temas sensibles y siento que 
estoy brindando una mejor 
atención.

Altos precios desbaratan sueños 


de vivienda propia entre hispanos 


Sacramento (EFE) — El 
mercado de la vivienda en Cali- 
fornia, uno de los más flore- 
cientes en los últimos años, sufre 
un estancamiento por una alta 
oferta y cada vez menor de- 
manda por los altos precios que 
resultan inalcanzables para 
muchas familias hispanas. 

De acuerdo con el reporte de 
este mes de la Asociación de 
Agentes de Bienes Raíces de 
California los precios de la 
vivienda en el estado aumen- 
taron en promedio en 20 por 
ciento en los últimos 12 meses. 

La lista de los 10 lugares 
más caros por los costos de 
vivienda en Estados Unidos 
incluye a seis regiones de Cali- 
fornia en las que viven impor- 
tantes comunidades hispanas. 

“Las casas ahí están y 
seguimos conservando los 
empleos, inclusive en la familia 
tenemos miembros que están 
trabajando este año al tener más 
edad, pero cada vez que pen- 
samos que nos vamos a acercar 
a reunir un enganche, se nos va 
de las manos”, dijo a EFE el 
empleado de limpieza Raúl 
Castañeda. 

El reporte de la Asociación 
de Agentes de Bienes Raíces in- 
dica que debido a los cada vez 
más altos precios, el mercado de 
California se encuentra saturado 
con una amplia oferta pero pocos 
compradores que tienen los in- 
gresos suficientes para adqui- 
rirlas. 

El año pasado, 23 por ciento 
de todos los residentes de Cali- 
fornia obtenían ingresos sufi- 
cientes para comprar casas a los 
precios de ese momento; a 
principios del 2004 el promedio 
había bajado al 16 por ciento de 
los residentes y hoy la oferta 
supera a la demanda. 

En la región de Los Ángeles 
y Long Beach, con la más 
numerosa población hispana en 
California, el precio promedio de 
una casa es de 438,000 dólares;

Por su parte la Asociación 
Nacional de Bienes Raíces in- 
dica en una tabla de lugares más 
caros para la vivienda en Estados 
Unidos que después de Nueva 
York, San Francisco, San José, 
Los Ángeles-Long Beach, Oak- 
land, el Condado Orange y San 
Diego de California están entre 
los primeros 10 sitios más caros.

El periodo ordinario de sesiones en 
el que presentó el pasado 1 de 
septiembre su Cuarto Informe de 
gobierno el Presidente Vicente Fox 
presentó una serie de características que 
jamás habíamos visto en un evento de 
esta magnitud.

In 2003, 1.1 million undocumented 
workers were apprehended at the U.S.- 
Mexico border, according to research- 
ers at UC Davis. This year the number 
is likely to be at least the same or pos- 
sibly even higher. Once apprehended, 
migrants are deported to Mexico, typi- 
cally near the border. 

In an effort to discourage these 
people from crossing again, the U.S. 
and Mexican governments recently 
began a new program which repatriates 
apprehended migrants deep into Mexi- 
can territory, near the towns where they 
came from. 

Those apprehended and wishing to 
participate in the new program are 
given a one-way plane ticket to a ma- 
jor Mexican city and a bus voucher to 
their hometown. The idea is to ease 
their repatriation and also to drive up 
the cost of getting back to the border 
and re-attempting the crossing. 

The program is the latest of the 
efforts to control illegal immigration. 
It’s strictly voluntary because Mexican 
law guarantees its citizens freedom of 
movement within its borders. 

Will it work? Probably not. 

Hector Dimas, one of the 138 mi- 
grants deported to Mexico City re- 
cently, said he’d go back “in 15 days” 
because he needs to work and jobs in 
Mexico “don’t pay anything.” 

How much does it cost to get back 
to the border? About 100 dollars. Mexi- 
can bus tickets are very cheap.

use it because they hope it will save 
lives. The same goes for the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 

Last year, for example, 422 people 
died as they tried to cross the border, . 
according to Mexican officials. 

The most dangerous area to cross 
is the 350-mile border between Arizona 
and Mexico. The deadliest aspect is 
having to walk about fifty miles of 
desert before seeing the nearest U.S. 
road. To make the fifty-mile journey, 
people need ten gallons of water, which 
weighs 8 pounds a gallon. Carrying 80 
pounds of extra weight in temperatures 
that often reach 100 degrees is virtu- 
ally impossible. 

It's a risky journey but most of the 
people who attempt it eventually make 
it “thanks” to smugglers who charge 
anywhere from one to two thousand 
dollars. Ultimately, they get to their 
“promised land,” a job that pays little 
above minimum wages, but signifi- 
cantly higher than the 5 or 6 dollars a 
day they could make in Mexico. 

Why do undocumented workers 
risk their lives? One word says it all: 
jobs. Once in the U.S., they get hired 
to do back-breaking work which many 
native-born Americans reject. 

Other factors encouraging more 
people to cross have to do with poli- 
tics. 

President Bush’s proposal in Janu- 
ary of 2004 to legalize some undocu- 
mented foreigners already in the U.S. 
is certainly having an impact. Another 
proposal that would do some of same 
things was introduced by Senator Ed- 
ward Kennedy (D-MA) in May of 
2004, and is co-sponsored by Senator 
Larry E. Craig (R-Idaho). 

In addition, the economic situation 
in Mexico, which is always in bad 
shape, leaves people few options. The 


drought and the continued displace- 
ment of farmers due to the very small 
profits made in agriculture also push 
people to look north for opportunities. 

Although controlling illegal immi- 
gration is important, economics pushes 
some people in the U.S. to turn a blind 
eye. Companies hire workers at low 
wages and know that few complaints 
will emerge if working conditions are 
not very good. 

At times the work is also danger- 
ous. Eager workers will accept it and 
then pay a heavy price for it. 

A recent study by the Associated 
Press found that Mexican workers in 
the U.S. are four times more likely to 
die on the job than U.S.-born ones. 

Since companies pay low wages 
and in general provide no health insur- 
ance to undocumented workers, tax- 
payers often end up picking up the tab 
when these people end up in emergency 
rooms. 

Of course, the expanded availabil- 
ity of workers depresses wages for ev- 
eryone in the U.S., particularly for 
those at the bottom of the economic 
ladder. 

A rich country bordering on a poor 
one will inevitably attract workers. To 
end illegal immigration, the U.S. might 
consider massive investments in 
Mexico. It will raise Mexican wages 
to the point where Hector Dimas and 
others like him will not make a jour- 
ney north. It will also mean that Mexi- 
cans could become customers for 
American products. Everyone would 
gain under that scenario.

No es tan grave 
como para un By-Pass, 
pero ya se le advirtió 
que debe cuidar 
ese "flip-flop" 
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- Families of victims shot by 
cops forge activist bonds 


Editor’s Note: In the San Francisco 
Bay Area, grieving families who lost 
loved ones to questionable police 
shootings bond in a multi-ethnic coali- 
tion to press for police accountability.

It felt perfectly appropriate when 
Raul Cárdenas bent down and kissed the 
stairs of San José’s Superior Court. 
Twice. State Drug Agent Michael 
Walker, the killer of his brother Rudy 
Cárdenas, had just been indicted for vol- 
untary manslaughter after a weeklong 
open grand jury session. 

It was a triumph for the grass-roots 
movement to stop needless police 
shootings and may mark a turning point 
in police accountability in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area. A new fraternity of fami- 
lies — Latino, black and Asian — who 
have lost loved ones to police shootings 
cheered the indictment. 

From the beginning, the Cardenas 
family knew the district attorney’s office 
would be more accountable if the grand 
jury hearings were open. This was a les- 
son learned from the family of Cau Bich 
Tran, a 25-year-old Vietnamese woman 
who was shot by a police officer in her 
kitchen in San José in July 2003. The 
Tran family pushed for an open grand 
jury. Tran’s was only the second open 
hearings in San José history. 

Although Officer Chad Marshall 
wasn’t indicted for Tran’s death, the open 
hearings led to media coverage and 
touched off a public debate that went 
beyond the Vietnamese community. “The 
Tran family even wrote letters to the dis- 
trict attorney’s office about getting our 
grand jury case open,” says Regina 
Cardenas, Rudy’s 26-year-old daughter. 

Gary Woods, of the Coalition for 
Justice and Accountability, says the 
multiethnic group has effectively chal- 
lenged the police. “The police have be- 
come very good at spin when they can 
target a specific community.” Woods re- 
calls that after Tran's shooting San José 
police responded to the bad publicity “by 
placing ads on Vietnamese radio within 
24 hours and sending reps to community 
centers to say how unfortunate the inci- 
dent was.” He says that with a movement 
that extends to Latino, Black and other 
Asian communities. “The police have 
more pressure on them to actually change 
things.” 

When the families marked the first 
anniversary of Tran’s death, the memo- 
rial service grew to include the family of 
Chila Amaya, a 35-year-old Latina from 
Union City; the family of Cammerin 
Boyd, a 29-year-old Black man who was 
killed in May in San Francisco; and the 
family of Rudy Cárdenas, who was shot 
in the back by Walker in downtown San 
José. 
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The families testified to their com- 
mon experiences - the needless shooting 
of a loved one, their inability to get an- 
swers, the vilification of the deceased in 
the media as drug users, mentally un- 
stable or criminals, and court sessions 
that move painfully slow. The gathering 
was remarkably diverse. When Tran was 
killed, the memorial service was almost 
exclusively Vietnamese. Now,the fami- 
lies have a new collective identity. 

Lonny Amaya’s sister, Chila, 35, was 
shot by a policeman in 1998 in her house 
in Union City. When Lonny first heard 
about Tran's death he went to her apart- 
ment in downtown San José. “I met her 
boyfriend, and we just stood outside arm 
in arm for hours. I knew exactly what he 
was going through.” He adds, “Color 
stops being an issue once the officer pulls 
the trigger.” 

Two months ago, the Union City 
Council gave Chila’s shooter, Officer 
Woodward, an “Officer of the Year” 
award. The Amayas, led by Chila’s mo- 
ther, went to protest. ‘After my mother 
yelled at all the officers, the mayor asked 
her to go out to the lobby. As we were 
walking, Cammerin Boyd’s mother 
came. I introduced them and they both 
cried and held each other,” Lonny says. 

Marylon Boyd finishes the story.” At 
the time, right after Cammerin’s death, I 
was so traumatized, I felt like my voice 
had been taken. Seeing Mrs. Amaya, this 
small woman getting in their faces, gave 
me my voice back. | told her, ‘I get 
strength from you.’ She said, ‘Don’t 
worry, later the words will come.’” 

Marylon’s son, Cammerin, 29, was 
killed last May by undercover officers, 
as he was getting out of a car. Cammerin 
was a paraplegic from a prior accident, a 
fact Marylon is certain the police were 
aware of. 

Marylon knows the ties the families 
are making in the larger community. 
“When I go to the shops near my office 
that have Vietnamese owners, they tell 
me how happy they are to see me on TV 
talking also about Cau Tran. They felt 
there was not enough attention on her 
case, and my voice was helping getting 
their story out as well as Cammerin’s.” 
The Coalition recently met in the San 
José Vietnamese Community Center to 
discuss Walker’s grand jury indictment 
with Tran’s lawyer. They planned a meet- 
ing with the San José Independent Po- 
lice Auditor about the unusually long 
delay in medical help to both Rudy 
Cárdenas and Cau Tran. They had al- 
ready pressured the city to invest in non- 
lethal weaponry to prevent more need- 
less deaths. Turning to the mostly Viet- 
namese audience Marylon Boyd said

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Greenspan pinta buen panorama 
económico, con mira en la elección

Washington (EFE) — La economía en 
Estados Unidos “ha recuperado un poco de 
tracción” después de una ralentización durante el 
segundo trimestre, dijo ante el Congreso el 
presidente de la Reserva Federal (Fed), Alan 
Greenspan. 

El presidente George W. Bush ha postulado a 
Greenspan para un quinto período al frente del 
banco central estadounidense, y a menos de dos 
meses de la elección presidencial y legislativa, el 
titular de la Fed dijo que ha mejorado el panorama 
laboral y que la inflación se mantiene moderada. 

Los mercados financieros, que aguardaban esta 
comparecencia, reaccionaron con un optimismo 
efímero y pronto recuperaron su cautela después 
de escuchar los comentarios de Greenspan ante el 
Comité de Presupuesto de la Cámara de Repre- 
sentantes. 

“Los datos más recientes sugieren que, en su 
conjunto, la expansión ha recuperado un poco de 
tracción” después de que perdió impulso en el 
segundo trimestre, según Greenspan. 

En el primer trimestre, el producto interior 
bruto de EE.UU. creció a un ritmo del 4.5 por ciento, 
y en el segundo el ritmo bajó al 2.8 por ciento. 

En una comparecencia ante el Congreso en 
julio, Greenspan había atribuido esa desaceleración 


al impacto del aumento de los precios del petróleo, 
pero tuvo otras explicaciones respecto al efecto del 
crudo en la economía de EE.UU. 

“La mayoría de los modelos macroeconómicos 
tratan el aumento del precio del petróleo como un 
impuesto sobre los consumidores en EE.UU. que 
debilita el poder adquisitivo de los hogares y 
aumenta los costos para las empresas”, dijo. “Pero 
los economistas discrepan acerca de la magnitud 
de esos efectos”. 

Greenspan dijo que “a pesar del aumento del 
precio del petróleo hasta mediados de agosto, la 
inflación y la expectativa de inflación han 
disminuido en meses recientes”. 

Aseguró que el comienzo de obras en casas 
nuevas se robusteció en julio y “el gasto de las 
empresas se mantiene en una sólida tendencia 
ascendente”, mientras que “el gasto de los 
consumidores fue más alto el mes pasado si bien 
las primeras lecturas de las ventas de minoristas en 
agosto han sido ambiguas”. 

Las declaraciones de Greenspan sugieren que 
en su próxima reunión del 21 de septiembre, el 
Comité de Mercado Abierto de la Reserva Federal 
seguirá con su política de ajustes moderados de la 
política monetaria causando un incremento gradual 
de las tasas de interés. 

En agosto, la economía de EE.UU. creó 
144.000 empleos lo cual, sumado a que 152,000 
personas abandonaron la búsqueda de empleo y por 
lo tanto, salieron de la fuerza laboral, hizo que el 
índice de desempleo bajara una décima, al 5.4 por 
ciento. : 

Más cerca ya de las elecciones de noviembre, 
Greenspan aseguró a los legisladores que “está 
aumentando el empleo, y aunque la ganancia de 
empleos fue menor que la de la primavera pasada, 
el crecimiento del empleo recuperó su ritmo en 
agosto”. 

Un día después de que se anunciase que el 
déficit presupuestario llegará este año a la cifra 
récord de 422,000 millones de dólares, Greenspan 
se atuvo a la línea del presidente Bush y manifestó 
que “la reactivación económica mejorará el pano- 
rama fiscal” pero destacó que, a largo plazo, “el 
panorama fiscal es preocupante”. 

“Hasta ahora las preocupaciones acerca del 
presupuesto no parecen haber dejado una huella 
notable en los mercados financieros”, afirmó el titu- 
lar de la Reserva Federal, aunque agregó que “no 
podemos ser complacientes acerca del panorama 
fiscal”. 

Greenspan reiteró su advertencia de que cuando 
empiece a jubilarse la generación nacida entre 1945 
y 1964, al tiempo que aumenten los gastos médicos, 
“nuestra posición presupuestaria casi seguramente 
se deteriorará sustancialmente si se mantiene la 
política actual” .<= 


Celefue can nasotros el mes de la herencia 
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iden ayuda para mexicanos en 
lorida afectados por “Frances” 


Miami (EFE) — Las auto- 
ridades consulares de México en 
Miami solicitaron ayuda para los 
mexicanos afectados por el 
huracán “Frances” durante su 
paso por el centro de Florida. 

Los mexicanos que re- 
quieren ayuda están en los 
condados de St. Lucie, Martin e 
Indian River, donde viven apro- 
ximadamente 60,000, según 
informó el Cónsul General de 
México en Miami, Jorge Lomo- 
naco, tras realizar una visita de 
inspección a esa zona. 

El diplomático dijo en un 
comunicado que pudieron ob- 
servar que ante la gran extensión 
del territorio impactado por el 
huracán, los esfuerzos de la 
comunidad local para apoyar a 
los damnificados parecen insufi- 
cientes.

Fox, Annan meet and 
agree it's urgent U.N. be 
reformed 

Mexico City (EFE)— Mexi- 
can President Vicente Fox received 


United Nations Secretary General 
Kofi Annan last week and the two 


leaders agreed on the necessity of 


reforming the international body to 
allow it to better respond to world- 
wide problems. 

In a communique released by 
the President’s Office, Fox said that 
“serious problems exist that recog- 
nize no borders... (and) demand 
joint responses by states and an ap- 
proach that combines action in the 
economic, social and political sec- 
tors.” 

He also remarked on the need 
for “lasting solutions” in areas such 
as “extreme poverty, corruption, 
terrorism and climate change.” 

The statement said that any 
initiative on these matters must be 
made “with the strict adherence to 
international law, cooperation, co- 
ordination and dialogue commen- 
surate with the goal of guarantee- 
ing harmonious coexistence 
among states.” 

For his part, Annan thanked 
Fox for the support of the Mexi- 
can Federal Electoral Institute 
(IFE) in offering to host an elec- 
tion management course last June 
in the capital. 

He also thanked Fox for his 
“strengthening of multilateralism” 
and his support for See the 


Group of Friendly Countries for 
Reform of the United Nations, 
which on Sept. 23 will hold its first 
ministerial meeting during the 59th 
regular session of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Annan’s visit to Mexico is the 
second official trip of a U.N. sec- 
retary general to this country. 


Also present at the meeting, 
were Mexican Foreign Minister 


Luis Ernesto Derbez, Mexico's 
ambassador to the international 
body, Enrique Berruga, and the 
Foreign Ministry’s subsecretary for 
Global Issues, Patricia Olamendi. 

Visiting Mexico with Annan 
were the U.N. Development 
Program’s representative in 
Mexico, Therry Lamaresquier, and 
the body's regional director for 
Latin America and the Caribbean, 
Elena Martinez.

San Francisco (EFE) — On 
Sept. 3, a U.S. judge found a Sal- 
vadoran former military officer li- 
able in the 1980 killing of Salva- 
doran Archbishop Oscar Romero. 

Judge Oliver Wanger, of 
Fresno, California, ordered Alvaro 
Saravia to pay $2.5 million in 
compensation to the plaintiffs, as 
well as another $7.5 million in 
punitive damages. 

The civil suit had been 
brought by a family member of the 
archbishop, who did not want to 
be identified for fear of reprisals. 

The suit was based on a 1789 
federal law that allows foreign

“El cerco impuesto a la ciu- 
dad hace mucho más difícil tratar 
a los heridos”, se quejó uno de 
los médicos. 

El mando militar en Bagdad 
explicó que el operativo tenía 
como misión recuperar el control 
de la población, que se había con- 
vertido en “un refugio” para ele- 
mentos radicales islámicos a los 
que se vincula con Abu Musab al- 
Zarqawi, y al que Estados Unidos 
considera la primera amenaza 
terrorista en Irak.

Más al sur, aviones de com- 
bate estadounidenses volvieron a 
bombardear, por tercer día conse- 
cutivo, la ciudad rebelde de Falu- 
ya, fortín, según el mando militar 
de EE.UU. en Bagdad, de los 
terroristas de Al-Zarqawi. 

El bombardeo aéreo, que se- 
go la vida de ocho civiles —en- 
tre ellos dos mujeres y tres niños 
en el barrio de Ameriyat—, for- 
maba parte de un “ataque de pre- 
cisión” contra una base operativa 
del supuesto embajador de Al- 
Qaeda en Irak, explicó el Ejército 
norteamericano en un comuni- 
cado. 

Tropas estadounidenses 


acompañadas por fuerzas de se- 
guridad iraquíes también penetra- 
ron en Samarra, a unos 150 kiló- 
metros al norte de la capital, para 
recuperar el control de la ciudad 
y reinstalar el Consejo Municipal. 

Soldados norteamericanos y 
agentes iraquíes irrumpieron, 
además, en las comisarías de Po- 
licía, levantaron puestos de con- 
trol y reabrieron al tráfico el 
puente que atraviesa la población, 
añadió el Ejército en otro 
comunicado. 

En la operación, la primera 
lanzada desde hace meses en 
Samarra, participaron varios 
vehículos militares “Humvees” 
apoyados por dos helicópteros 
artillados. 

Un alcalde interino y un Jefe 
de la Policía iraquí ocuparon sus 
cargos en esta urbe de mayoría 
suní, donde permanecerán hasta 
la celebración de las elecciones 
generales en Irak, previstas para 
enero próximo. 

El Ejército estadounidense 
aceptó entrar en Samarra tras 
reunirse el pasado miércoles en 
la vecina Tikrit con los represen- 
tantes locales, según explicó Taha 
Al-Hendaira, jefe del Consejo 
Municipal.
